THE PACIFIC CABLE. 


Will be Laid and Controlled Wholly 
by the British. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—An Ottawa dis- 
patch says: It may be taken as a set- 
tled fact that the Pacific cable will be, 
like its promoters, essentially British: Un- 
der its treaty with the United States, 
Hawaii is precluded from allowing any 
foreign power acquiring any portion of 
Hawaiian territory The United States 
having given an adverse answer to Great 
Britain’s provision to secure Neckar, or 
Bird Island, as a cable station, the Fan- 
ning Island route will be adopted. The 
link from Victoria to Fanning is 800 
miles longer than to Neckar Island, but 
this it appears will not mitigate against 
the effectiveness of the cable. All tenders 
for construction of the cable have been 
given assurances to this effect. Fanhing 
Island is a British possession, so that all 
landing places of the cable will be in 
the empire.

Another Explosion at 
Pinole. 


Human Fragments Blown a 
Mile. 


Fourteen Men, Including Nne China- 
men, Instantly Torn to 
Pieces, 


Ten Thousand Pounds of Nitro-glyc- 
erin and Hercules Powder Go 
Up With a Flash—Build- 

ings Wrecked.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—A terrific 
report and concussion which was dis- 
tinctly felt all through the city and at 
towns around the bay for a distance of 
forty miles was at first believed to be 
caused by earthquake, but proved to be 
an explosion in the nitro-glycerin and 
mixing houses, storehouse and gun-cotton 
departments of the California Powder 


morning. The crew of the glycerin 
house, four in number and the fre- 
man of the mixing house, were all killed, 
as were also nine Chinese working in the 
latter department. 

The explosion occurred in the nitro-glyc- 
erin house at 10:40 o’clock and was 
probably caused by a Chinese dropping 
a can of the explosive. The cause can- 
not be definitely ascertained; however, as 
all connected with the building are dead. 
There were 200 Chinese in the adjacent 
mixing-room, and at the sound of the 
explosion all 
caped. The force of the explosion was 
tremendous. Huge trees were thfown 
into the bay, a distance of half a mile. 
and nitro-glycerin tanks weighing a ton 
each are now lying five hundred yard 

istant from the scene. Toes, hands, legs 
and other parts of the mutilated remains 
of the dead are scattered along the road 
for a mile. 

The nitro-glycerin house first went up, 
then the mixing-house and storehouse and 
gun-cotton departments followed. The 
nstro-glycerin house, of which not a 
vestige now remains, was a three-story 
frame structure, 200x650 fect. 
tained 8000 pounds of nitro-glycerin and 
2000 pounds of Hercules powder. A re- 
markable feature of the explosion is the 
fact that, although the storehouse con- 
taining 91000 pounds of Hercules powder, 
completely its contents are 
intact. In all 10,000 pounds of explosives 
went up with a roar and a sheet of 
flames. The fatalities are as follows:

PINOLE, May 21.—All the nen in the 
nétro-glycérin house were experts at their 
business, and Harry Minugh was at one 
time assistant superintendent of the whole 
plant. From the position of the bodies 
found it was seen that the cause of the 
explosion was in the washing department 
of the miximg-room since the bodies of 
Johnson and Minugh were intact, while 
those in the lower part of the building, or 
where nitro-glycerin is washed were 
blown all to pieces. In fact, but small por- 
tions of their bodies have yet been re- 
covered. — - 

Twenty men are scouring the fields for a 


‘mile around endeavoring to gather some 


remains that would secure the identifica- 
tion of the victims. The tremendous force 
of the explosion can be observed on all 
sides. The nitro-glyverin-house was built 
in the side hill, which is about three 
hundred yards north of the railroad station. 
Great trees near by were twisted and torn 
as if rent by a stroke of lightning. In all 
directions the terrible violence of the ex- 
plosion is manifested. All over the sur- 
rounding fields are scattered in ghastly 
confusion bits of human remains, telling 
the horrible story of the disaster. Men in 
all directions are searching, only to find 
particles of the bodies too small for any 
purpose. Large sacks have been used to 
gather and hold the remains which are 
being slowly collected. It seems impossai- 
ble to secure more than enough to identify 
two bodies. 

Acting Superintendent Pollock said to an 
Associated Prezs r r who was at the 
scene of the disaster: This is the worst 
explosion we have ever had at this point. 
I am utterly at a loss to.account for it, 
and cannot advance any theory as to its 
cause. The explosion has shaken up all 
the buildings in the vicinity. It ts impossi- 
ble to tell how much damage was done, 
but I am not looking for damage yet. I 
am trying to get together the remains of 
these poor victims. We are very careful 
regarding the management of the nitro- 
glycerin-house, and have laid down strict 
rules for that purpose. The Chinese are 
not allowed to enter it.’ 

IN A WEST VIRGINIA MINE. 

WHEELING (W. Va.,) May 21.—The firat 
reports of a disastrous explosion at the 
Monongahela mine were evidently exag- 
gerated. and a number of very sensational 
stories have been sent out over the coun- 
try. The exact facts are that at 12:30 this 
afternoon a Pole carelessly ignited a can 
of powder in mine No. 4 of the Mononga- 
hela Coal and Coke Company, and à ter- 
rific explosion occurred. 

The accident occurred in the main-air 

leading to mine No. 2, about five 

hundred feet from the mouth of mine No. 

4, and the smoke was thus driven through 

the different parts of the mine, suffocating 

four miners.

FULL OF "SOONERS.” 


The Kickapoo Country Prematurely 
Gobbled Up by Land Sharks.

OKLAHOMA CITY (Okla.,) May 21.—The 
Kickapoo country, which will be opened 
to settlement Thursday noon, is full of 
“sooners,”’ and more are going in every 
day. These men are very bold in their 
declarations, and there can be no doubt 
that the most shametess acts of “‘sdoner- 
am! will be practiced on all sides. The 
news of the President's proclamation has 
not penetrated much beyond the towns 
lining the railroads. In the inland towns 
and on farms are may people who have 
been waiting for years for the opening of 
the Kickapoo lands, and these will hardiy 
receive the news in time to get ready and 
get to the country by Thursday. 

The people of Chandler and Tecumseh, 
who, several times during the past two 
months, were fooled by couriers riding into 
the towns with the announcement that the 
Kickapoo country was open to settlement, 
and who rushel pell-mell into the reserva- 
tion and staked off claims, have discovered 
that under a strict construction of the 
“sooner” act of 1889 every man who went 
on these false alarms is 4 ‘“‘sooner”’ and 
is from taking land. They have 
found that an organization of the old 
Kickapoo boomers who have been camped 
on the line for years, have all the names, 
date of runs and the location of the claims 
each one staked. to be used in proving 
them sooners, and the false alarms were 
a scheme of ‘the old-timers to shut off such 
competition in the real opening. There is 
much bad feeling, and there may be 
trouble between the two factions on Thurs- 

ay. 

As yet. however, nothing has happened 
to mar the universal feeling of happiness 
that prevails along the border lines of the 
new Bidorado, and great expectations are 
harbored by many of the oli-timers who 
«know the lay of the land perfectly, and 
each of whom long ago pictured out 
some particularly fine claim that he hopes

WASHINGTON, May 21. official 
service of Lorin M. Thureton as Hawaiian 
Minister to the United States closed to- 
day when Frank R. Hestings presented 
the State Department his credentials just 
received as charge d'affaires. 

Official mail from Honolulu arrived this 
morning. It was the first mail from Ha- 
wall since the recent press reports from 
San Francisco, giving an official outline 
of the purpose of the Hawaiian govera- 
ment on Thunston’s case. Hastings was 
very reticent as to instructions received, 
but it is known that he was commis- 
Sloned as charge d'affaires; also as Ha- 
wallam Commiesianer to the Cotton States 
Exposition at Alabama. The department 
has expected Hastings to be commissioned 

In view of the arrival of the Honolulu 
mail at the legation, it is presumed that 
the department al received advices from 
Minfeter Willis as to the close of the 
Thurston incident. The Hawaiian news- 
paipens which come today, contain the an- 
nouncement of Thursdon’s recall and a 
wide range of comment thereon. The 
tone is very conservative, however, and 
there is an avoidance of sharp criticism. 
The suggestion that Willis will be given 
his passports as a retaliatory step is vig- 
orouely disclaimed, and Willis's satisfactory 
service at a time bf many embarracs- 
ments is pointed out, but the claim is 
made that if Frank Hatch is made Min- 
ister at Washington Thurston may accom- 
pany him as head of the Hawaiian Bureau 
of Information. 

No reference is made to the project to 
restore the deposed Queen, as was given 
im a recent sensational report from San 
Francisco. The government authorities 
are on the alert for a reported filfbuster- 
ing expedition, led by some of those who 
were expelled for participation in the re- 
bellion. 


A COSTLY PILE. 


Dedication of the Odd Fellows’ Tem- 
ple at Philadelpha.

PHILADELPHIA, May 21.—The Odd 
Fellows’ Temple in this city, which cost 
$950,000, was dedicated today with im- 
posing ceremonies.

MONGOLS 


Cowardly Attack on a 
Missionary. 


Dr. Randle Nearly Killed at 
Ping-Tu. 


Advices from the Orient Predict the 
Fall of the Present Japan- 
ese Ministry. 


Chinese Officials Recalled from For- 
mosa—A Critical Condition of 
Affairs at Seoul—The Pre- 
mier Resigns.

VANCOUVER (B. C.) May 21.—(Special 
Diepatch.) Matl advices from the Orient 
are to the effect that anti-foreign feeling 
in China is growing, and open manifesta- 
tions of hatred are frequent. The Che-Foo 
Express of April 15 reports an attack upon 
an American micsionary at Ping-Tu by 
soldiers on their way to Lai-Chow-Fu to 
reinforce the army of Gov. Li. 

On Sunday, April 7, 1000 eoldiers under 
command of Gen. Yan entered the city, 
and, finding insufficiest accommodations, 
broke into the locked premises of the 
American Baptist Mission. The owner, 
Dr. Randie, was informed and he told the 
soldiers they were welcome to lodge there 
while paesing through Ping-Tu, but he 
objected to the way they had helped 
themselves to accommodation. Then he 
went to Mr. Sears's, where Sunday eerv- 


ices are temporarily held. As he parsed | 


along the streeta both the people and 


soldiers shouted: Beat the foreign 
devil! Kin him!" Upon reaching 
gateway leading to Sears’s house two sol- 
diers rushed up and attempted to drag 
the doctor away. He was etruck over the 


head with eword and knocked down, 
and uportiittemptiog to rise was struck 
another sword-blow over the 


Dr. Randle knew the danger of being 
down, and was up again immediately, 
when he received a sword-cut upon the 
palm of his right hand which he had 
raised to protect his head, and again he 
fell over into the mud. The mob struck 
and kicked him while on the ground and 
tried to murder him. At length, by a 
supreme effort, he arose, and, getting out 
of the crowd, ran into Sears’s house 
more dead than alive. The chief magis- 
trate went to see Dr. Randle soon after 
the outrage and has since done all in 
his power to make amends. Randle is 
still dangerously ill from his wounds. 

It is also said that there is danger of 
Catholic missionaries at Shanst being at- 
tacked by Chinese because the former per- 
sisted in erecting a Catholic chapel, 
though warned by native magistrates. 
There are forty Catholics in the place 
and the natives are placarding the prov- 
ince and announcing that if the .chapel is 
built, all Catholics will be attacked by 
mobs. They have been given permission 
to erect a house in Chinese style, but 
the Chinese hate the sight of a chapel 
of European architecture, and it is feared 
if the priests persist, they will be mur- 
dered. The placards posted on the walls 
by Chinese are vile and obscene slanders 
and cannot be published. 

MAKING HISTORY. 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) May 21.—Advices 
from Tokio, under date of May 10, say 
that history hag moved with extraordinary 
rapidity during the past two weeks. The 
newly-established peace has been en- 
dengered and complications of far greater 
magnitude than any produced ty the con- 
test between China and Japan have 
threatened to involve at least three Euro- 
pean powers in a desperate struggle for 
supremacy in Eastern Asia. For several 
days the attitude of Japan indicated a 
resolution to set the enormous odds 
against her at defiance. Then, with a sud- 
denness which the most watchful observ- 
ers are puzzled to explain, the spirit of 
resistance subsided and complete submis- 
sion was promised to the harsh demands 
of the hostile league. 

In spite of the avowed willingness to 
yield to superior force, an unlooked-for 
delay on the part of China in meeting her 
obligations awakened fears of a revived 
conflict between the Asian empires, but at 
the last moment this calamity was averted 
and no further apprehensions of war are 
entertained: Much remains to be adjusted 
by diplomatic agencies, and grave domestic 
dissentions in Japam are more than pos- 
sible, but no resort to arms is anticipated 
in any quarter. 

Although most exciting events have been 
im progress since the last week of April, 
the people of Japan have to this day only 
Aa vague suspicion ot their nature. Noth- 
ing has been made public, and, so far as 
the correspondent is aware, only one 
American journalist, the correspondent of 
the Associated Press and the New York 
World, has been permitted to share the 
secrets of the government. An outline of 
the facts has been freely sent abroad, but 
the general community in Japan remains 
in utter ignorance. 

As soon as the government was informed 
of the determination of Russia, Germany 
and France to forbid the acquisition of 
territory by the Japanese on the conti- 
nent, a majority of the Cabinet Ministers 
assembled at Kioto, to which city the 
Emperor had transferred his court from 
Hiroshima, and measures were taken to 
ascertain how far the menaces of the 
allies were seriously intended. The com- 
munications originally handed to the For- 
eign Office at Tokio were not couched in 
peremptory language, but the manner of 
their delivery plainly showed that if the 
“advice” they contained was not followed, 
compulsion would be applied with very 
little delay. Reports from the Japanese 
representatives at European capitals 
brought additional proof that the powers 
were thoroughly in earnest. 

The Russian and French governments 
were firm in their declaration that Japan 
must renounce Manchurian territory, while 
the tone adopted Germany was so in- 
temperate as to awaken the suspicion that 
she was bent upon forcing a quarrel with 
or without, regard to the pretext set forth. 
Japan next endeavored to gain the co-ope- 
ration of Great Britain in opposing the 
league, and there are grounds for believ- 
ing that if they had sticceeded. desperate 
resistance would have been offered. But 
neither England nor any other great power 
could be induced to take up arms on 
Japan's behalf. Kindly messages were re- 
ceived from Italy to an extent of giving 
assurance that if the United States would 
offer mediation the southern Eurcpean 
kingdom would act in concert, but it soon 
appeared that Japan only had her own re- 
sources to rely upon. 

When this was fully realized the gov- 
ernment straightway decided to avoid fur- 
ther contest, and devote its energies to 
securing the best terms of accommodation. 
This decision, however, was not divulged 


the 


to any one but the ministers in immediate 
attendance upon the sovereign. Those who 
remained in Tokio, as well as all subor- 
diate officials, were left in doubt as to the 
contemplated purpose, and most of them 


rather gathered the impression that a long 


and strong tussle would take place before 
any sign of yielding would be given. Un- 
til the expiration of the armistice, or at 
least until the ratificztiona of the treaty 
with China were exchanged, Japan could 
not properly be called upon to declare her- 
self, and meantime dextrous diplomacy 
might find many means of improving the 
Japanese position or weakening that of the 
comfederates. That the ministers in Kioto 
were busily engaged in this very work, 
every one hoped and believed. In point of 
fact, however, nothing effective was done 
in this direction. 

It ie understood that almost from the 
beginning the Emperor's advisers were in 
favor of submitting, with the solitary ex- 
ception of Viscount Matsu, who o

without a struggle. His own mind was 
made up before he started trom Japan 
and he seems to have found little dick 
culty in converting most of the corps 
commanders to his views. Some of them, 
however, are said to have objected stren- 
uously. Gen. Nodzu and Lieut.-Gen, Ya- 
maji went so far, according to report, 
as to assert if the orders to retire were 
sent them they would not obey. but 
would hold their ground to the point 
of death. This momentary outburst of 
insubordination will probably not be re- 
membered to their disadvantage. 

The expectation that the government 
would maintain a courageous front as 
long as defiance was possible. was 
strengthened on May 3, when it was 
boarned that China had asked that the 
date for exchanging ratifications should 
be deferred ten days and had been sharply 
recused. As it could not be doubted 
that China acted at the instigation of th: 
adverse powefs, this emphatic respec nse 
indicated anything but a dispesition to 
quail. So likewise did the décrey of 
tho War Department on the same day, 
summoning all the reserves in a body 
for active service and ordering the re- 
inforcement of the garrisons in Yezo. 
While it appeared incredible that Japan 
could dream of joining issues with the 
three giants, it was hoped that a way 
had been discovered to ward off the im- 
pending danger until definite announce- 
ment of their purpose could no longer 
be avoided and that the government 
would keep a bold countenance while «a 
single chance of preserving the conquests 
in Manchuria remained. 

This illusion, after being cherished for 
two days, was painfully dispelled. On 
May 4 came the intelligence from Kicto 
that the offer been made by Count 
Ito to retinquish the whole of Manchuria 
except the southern portion of the Lias- 

ng la on which Ta-Lien-Wan 
and Port Arthur are situated. This was 
the first intimation of the ministry's re- 
solve to yield. 

The end is accomplished. so far as can 
now be judged. but Count Ito hae little 
cause to congratulate himself. He can no 
longer look to his countrymen for the re- 
ward which only a fortnight ago they 
were clamoring to bestow upon him. He 
ts well aware that from the moment bis 
renunciation of the Manchuria province 
is publicly known his laborious services 
to the state will be disregarded. his in- 
dustry and ability scoffed at and his name 
held up to execration and contempt. Mod- 
eration and tolerance aré not among the 
virtues of the Japanese people when their 
pride is wounded and their self-est 
brought low. The ministry, of which 
Count Ito is the head. cannot stand 
against the rage of the community. It is 
thought possible that foreseeing his fault. 
he is already providing for a new ad- 
ministration. 

Three days ago the full Cabinet and 
Privy Council were summoned to Kioto 
with the purpose, it is supposed. of rec- 

ing a prearranged change of gov- 
ermment to the consideration of the Em- 
peror. But # is most unlikely that any 
ministry in which Count Ito bas the slight- 
est concern will be permitted to rule. 
pation will be unitedly arrayed against 
him and b's associates. Count Mateu may 
be exemp: from censure because it was 
known that the precipitate surrender was 
contrary to bis wishes, but de can hardly 
expect nor would he probably desire to de 
sevarate from bis fellows in their down- 
fall. The successor of Count Ito will 
certainly not be a man of his chosing. 
Common opinion among officials ts that 
Count Okuma will be the intellectual, 
thouch or-ably the nominal chief of the 
next Cabinet. 

Okuma s unquestionably the most vig- 
orous and ‘energetic statesman in Japan, 
but he bas many enemies and the present 
min'sters would risk much to prevent him 
from returning to office. Some of them 
would not hesitate to blacken his repu- 
tation unh ths Emperor and thus inter- 
pose a formidable barrier to his eleva- 
tion. But the highest ability ie needed at 
this crisis and Okuma d easily leads ail 
rivals intellectually, with the sole excep- 
tion of Count Matsu, that the direction of 
the governmmert can hardly be kept from 
bim. Within a very few weeks the ques- 
tion of futre leadership will be definitely 
settled. 

THE PEST AND THE PESTIFEROUS. 

VICTORIA. (B. C.) May 21—F. H. 
May, captain-superintendent of the Hong- 
kong police, and Dr. P. B. C. Ayres, late 
colonial surgeon at Hongkong, were pas- 
sengers from the Orient on the steamer 
Empress of India.

POLITICAL DISTURBANCES.

Another Revolution Brewing in Ven- 
ezuela—Gen. Crespo Summoned.

NPW YORK, May 21.—The World says 
that private letters received tell of renewed 
political disturbances in Venezuela, with 
prospects of another revolutiom The plan 
of general amnesty to draw back to the 
country all its noted exiles has proved a 
failure. From ‘New York there went Gen. 
Praza, Gen. Domingo Managas, Gen. Her- 
nandez, Gen. Sarria, Gen. Pulido and sev- 
eral others. Gen. Guzman Blanco, the 
greatest of Venezuelan revolutionists, re- 
fused to be drawn from his retreat in 
Paris, although the new government of- 
fered to him every inducement. 

By the last steamer Gen. Managas re- 
turned to New York, and Gen. Praza, who 
was formerly Minister to Washington, will 
go next week. The celebration was not a 
success, go far as national harmony was 
concerned, and the exiles have become sus- 
picious. Nearly all intend leaving the 
country again. Business in the leading cit- 
ies is poor. In politics there is chaos 
which is rapidly reaching a crisis. Mara- 
calbo and Los Andes have protested 
against the national government for hav- 
ing forced a money contnibution, thereby 
invading ‘the autonomic rights of the 
States. Manuel Matos has not proven the 
ideal premier. 

(President Crespo is reported to be get- 
ting ready to form a new cabinet. His 
wife has sent word to the President's 
brother, Gen. Luis Crespo, to come im- 
mediately to the capital and take com- 
mand of. the troops. 

THE AMERICAN MINISTER RESIGNS. 

NEW YORK, May 21.—A local paper 
says that the resignation of Seneca Hazel- 
ton. the United States Minister to Vene- 
zuela, is in the hands of the Secretary of 
State. His resignation was offered last 
Saturday but there seems to b 4 reason 
for a good deal of secrecy about Hazelton’s 
actions. 

B. B. Smalley of Vermont, who was Haz- 
elton’s backer in the recent trouble, is 
authority for the statement. Smalley has 
been in the city for some days, and has 
just started for Vermont. Before going he 
said: Mr. Hazelton has resigned. He 
handed in his resignation last Friday. It 
was the most advisable course. We are 
done with the case now, and have no com-

CARLISLE STOLE IT 


Was Sherman's. 


At Least Allan Thurman Says the 
Ohio Financier Has Used it 
More Than Once. 


The Gold Production of the United 
States Falls Below the Estimate. 
> Germany to Act With 
Great Britain. 


COLUMBUS O. May 21.—Hon. Allan 
W. Thurman, chairman ot the Democratic 
State Committee, on being asked today 
what he thought of Secretary Carlisle’s 
speech, said: * 

„To all those who are conversant with 
the history of the subject, it is simply 
laughable to think that the great Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, in defense of the 
administration and sound money, has been 
compelled simply to make the same speech 
that has been made dy the Hon. John 
Sherman each year for the last twenty 
years. It is almost a dead copy and has 
been answered over and over again until 
the people are weary of it. 

“The same dishonesty pervades it as 
does the copy from which it is taken, 
but in the case of Mr. Carlisle it is worse 
because he pretends to be a Democrat and 
then states that’ Democratic Senators, and 
among them my father, voted for the act 
of 1873. He is trying to create the im- 
pression all the while by his statement 
that they did this with the full knowledge 
of what the bill contained, when he knew 
that every one of these Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, including the d old 
Beck from his own State, by whom he 
now tries by misrepresentation to help 
bolster up his own traitorous position, 
denied in open Senate that they had any 
knewlegde of what he tried in this speech 
by fraud to make people belleve they 
did. As for instance, Judge Thurman 
said: ‘I cannot say what took place in 
the House, but I know that when the bill 
was pending in the Senate we thought 
it was simply a bill to reform the 
mint, regulate coinage and up 
one thing and another, and there 
was not a single man in the Senate, 
unless a member of the committee from 
which the dill came, who had the slight- 
est idea that it was even a squint toward 
demonetization.’ 

“Senator Beck said: It (the bill de- 
monetizing silver) never was understood 
by either house of Congress. I say that 
with the full knowledge of the facts.’ 
Nearly every member of the Senate and 
House made similar statements. Why 
did not Mr. Carlisle tell the whole truth? 
Can people believe such a man honest?“ 

“Do think the speech will do the 
silver cause any harm?“ 

Well, as I said before, Senator Sher- 
man has been making it for twenty years 
and the silver cause does not appear to 
be growing any less; and more, I suppose 
that Senator Sherman will make the same 
old speech at the Republican convention 
next week.”’ 

Senator Thurman is quite fll at present 
and unable to keep up with the silver 
question which he and his son discussed 
for years together and on which they 
fully agree. 

TO PLACE LOUISIANA IN LINE. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 21.—Stats Treas- 
urer John Picket is in New Orleans to 
arrange a convention of free silver men 
next month in order to place Louisiana 
in line with other Southern and Western 
States. Picket declares that North Louis- 
iana is practically unanimous for free 
coinage. Gov. Foster and the supporters 
of the State administration favor a gold 
standard.

THE GOLD PRODUCTION.

BERLIN. May 21.— The lower house of 
the Prussian Diet today by a vote of 157 
to 92 adopted the motion of Dr. Otto 
Arendt, urging the government to take 
steps in favor of an international settle- 
ment of the currency question with a view 
to securing international bimetallism.

day. Senator Morgan of Alabama, one of 
the ablest constitutional lawyers in the 
Senate, said today that the decision leaves 
the powers of the government in a 
state wreck, It will require a long 
time for us to gather up the fragments,” 
he sald. ‘Principles of taxation which 
were conaldered well eettled are torn up 
by this decision.” 

How will the question come up in the 
Senate?“ 

“In conmection with the question of re- 
funding the $75,000 already collected, and 
the refunding of the cotton, whisky, beer 
amd tobacco taxes. All these taxes are as 
much direct as the tax on personalty, and 
as unconstitutional, according to yester- 
day’s decision of the Supreme Court.“ 

What can Congress do?!“ 

Ol course,“ replied Senator Morgan, 
Congress will have to accept the decision, 
but an amendment to the Constitution is 
always opssibie.’’ 

Senator Faulkner of West Virginia said 
he thought there was no danger of an ex- 
tra session, and no earthly chance for 
one.

The treasury has now a balance 
of ver $187,000,000, which is available for 
all purposes, and this amount is more 
lfkely to be increased than diminished 
during the next three months. 

It ds argued that the approaching fruit- 
canning season is certain to make a 
largely-increased demand for sugar which, 
owing to the small supply on hand, must 
be imported. The revenues fro this 
source are confidently expected io reach 
several millions, and this, added to the 
large amounts which will soon »begin to 
come in ‘with renewed liquor licenses, will 
largely augment the revenues, even should 
the customs not meet present expectations. 
All licenses expire on June 30 of each 
year, and, judging from last year's reve- 
nues, the receipts this year from this 
source will exceed $9,000,000, which must 
be paid within the next forty days. Mean- 
time the expenditures will be kept down 
to the lowest point consistent with good 
business principles. 

Commissioner Miller of the Internal 
Revenue Bureau will dismiss at once every

The Claims of Injured Clerks Are

WASHINGTON, May 21.—A joint com- 
mittee of bers of the last Congress 
is sitting at the capital this week, by 
authority of Congress, to assess the per- 
sonal damages sustained by clerks of 
the record and pension division in the 
Ford’s Theater disaster of June, 1893. 

Nearly one hundred claims have been 
submitted to the committee by injured 


clerks. Twenty-three clerks were Killed 


in the fall of the building and the last 
Congress provided for their families by 
an appropriation of $5000 to the- heirs 
of each victim. While no scale of dam- 
ages has yet been agreed upon, it has 
been conceded in the discussions of the 
committee that a larger sum than $5000 
may be recommended to be paid to cer- 
tain survivors who were permanently in- 
capacitated from work.

ILLICIT MINING. 


The State Anti-debris Association 
Receives Reports. 
Associatsd Press Leased-wire Service. 
SACRAMENTO, May 21.—The Executive 
Committee of the State Anti-debris Asso- 
ciation met here today, Chairman Morri- 
son of the Sacramento Board of Super- 
visors presiding. 
The association’s watchmen have re- 


ported that there is considerable sluice- 


mining going on ‘throughout sections of 
‘Plumas, Nevada and Placer counties, caus- 
ing a muddy discoloration of the water 
of the Feather, Yuba and Bear rivers. The 
report recited the fact that there has been 
a good deal of illicit hydraulic mining at 
Iowa Hill, but that it had been stopped 
by an act of the Anti-debris Association 
and the California Debris Commission. 

Most of the illegal mining now going on 
is being done by Ohinamen under lease 
by white men, so there is great difficulty 
in fastening the responsibility and secur- 
ing facts on which a conviction could be 
obtained. The association is convinced, 
however, that no new territory has been 
tapped by the hydraulic miners, and that 
the mines that are now operating are old 
ones which are seeking to enjoy the bene- 
fits afforded by the increased water sup- 
ply of the spring months.

A FRENCH PURITAN. 


Rev. Dupuy Says There is Too Much 
Style in Church.

SAN FRANCISCO, May 21.—‘‘The pastor 
of a large American church is more like 
the manager of a business concern than a 
preacher of the gospel,“ said Rev. Eugene 
Dupuy at the meeting of the Presbyterian 
Union. Rev. Dupuy is the pastor of the 
French Reformed Church, and he was 
telling the difference between the churches 
of this country and those of France. 

“In this country.“ he continued, it is 
the business of the minister to draw 
crowds, but he is so hedged in by the 
financiers of his congregation that on 
some questions he is not free to express 
his opinion. His position is not altogether 
comfortable. He dances on eggs between 
the chcir and the organist; he perspires 
because of the lack of harmony and turn- 
ing-up of.noses of the various societies 
of the church; he is in a measure sup- 
pressed, walled in, and in this tied-up con- 
dition he must fight the devil. The 
churches are too comfortable, too rich, too 
fine for worship, and one trouble ot it all 
is the pastors are being secularized. There 
is too much grand choir, stained-glass 
windows and lavishness. People don’t 
give the attention to the service that they 
shoulki—thé cushions are too soft. I say 


the congregation awake. Let us have stift, 
straight-backed pews if it will make the 
community more godly. Let the pastors 
fight for this, even though they lose the 
most substantial financiers in their con- 
gregations.”’

part, all separate from the main dormi- 
tories amd each separate from the others.“

PARISIAN REMINISCENCES. 

Upon motion of Judge Groff, an unani- 
mous vote of thanks was tendered Mrs. 
Otis for her power in opening the beauties 
of nature to the eyes of mankind; and 
Prof. Judson was introduced. He began 
with a hearty indorsement of the paper 
that had just been read, and referred 
especially to the unique effect of light and 
color in the atmosphere, and the influence 
of the grand overshadowing mountains as 
prophetic of a great future for art in 
California; which, he predicted, would

The old character of the Quarter was 
broken up by the action of the Emperor 
in running wide boulevards through this 
unruly portion of the city, and thus mak- 
—— — regulations easier of enforce- 

ent. 

The students still remain, but the Quar- 
ter has essentially American in 


character, and much of its Bohemian 
flavor is lost in the distinctly. American 
civilization which now reigns in the old 
center of gay misrule. 

The life of the student in Paris is 
unique, His gregariousness and general 
bonne camaraderie is his distinguishing fea- 
ture, and the general good understanding 
and clannishness which prevails among 
the clubs and societies renders the student 
element an important one to be taken 
into consideration in the administration 
of municipal affairs.

e Americans are somewhat in pre- 
ponderance, and, with their usual — 
they have inaugurated a change in

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PASADENA, May 21.—(Special Corre- 
have been made of the tack of proper 
school facilities in Pasadena, and at 4 
meeting of representative citizens some 
time ago it was decided that a school-bond 
election be called, which was accordingly 
done by the Board of Education, upon the 
proposition to build two schools, one upon 
the east side of town, and the other upon 
the west side, both buildings to cost not 
‘more than $40,000 when finished and fur- 
nished. Had it not been for the doubt 
cast upon the validity of the bond issue a 
year ago, these buildings would have been 
built and ready for occupancy last Sep- 
tember, and though the status of the case 
has not in the least changed since that 
time, the bonds will be issued and taken 
and no question of the sort be raised. 

At the election today there was practic- 
ally no opposition to the bonds, about 7 
per cent. of the total vote cast being 
against the iesue, the vote being 302 for 
and 22 against. The two new schoolhouses 
are therefore assured, and when the 
schools open next September, with a large 
increase in the attendance, as the school 
census assures us there will be, not one 
child will be deprived of the privilige of 
obtaining schooling. It is to be hoped 
that the single session, which has been the 
bane of the schools this year, will be al- 
— together abolished, amd that in the pri- 

mary grades, where the strain upon the 
teachers has been the most severe, the 
little ones will be able to attend both ses- 
sions and neither they nor the teachers 
be overtaxed, in order that a given amount 
of work should be done. The time which 
the primary teachers have beén able to 
give their classes this year, has been 
wholly inadequate to the demands of the 
work, and they have -done exceedingly 
well, considering the disadvantages un- 
der which they have labored. The Lincoln 
school has, perhaps, felt the overcrowd- 
ing „ most seriously, and there the 
teach have labored courageously to re- 
duce the discomfort to the minimum, sac- 
rificing their strength to the demands 
made upon it, until it is safe to say that 
there it not one of the primary teachers 
who does not welcome the approaching 
vacation with a joy never experienced in 
the » because they all feel that the 
limit of endurance is near at hand. 

THE NEW ELECTRIC ROAD.

The present company 
has the right-of-way over several streets 
where it is not dt present operating oars, 
and these Hnes, together with the steam 
railway lines, present and projected, will 
give Pasadena adequate transit facilities. 
While it is true that the cheaper trans- 
the more rapid will 
the city be, our streets are 
much too beautiful to be disfigured with 
a net-work of trolley lines ahd a forest 
of -poles. It is the sense of many per- 
sons with whom the Times reporter has 
conversed upon this subject, that the 
present electric road will, in the course of 
time, lower its fare to 5 cents, but that 
it cannot be expected to do so as long as 
the rate upon the steam roads is as high 
as it is now. The Council is not at all 
disposed to give away a franchise, be- 
cause some one has been so condescend- 
ing as to ask for it. and will not turn 
over the most beautiful residence streets 
in the place to a corporation acting the 
part of a “dark horse,” unless the resi- 
dents along the projected line petition 
that it could be done. If Mr. Laguna 
reveals the names of the persons who 
are backing his enterprise and is able 
to demonstrate that he will be able to 
materially benefit Pasadena, he may re- 
ceive that for which he asks. It is said 


that he is not by any means certain of |. 


receiving his franchise in Los Angeles, 
and that even should he do so, the Pas- 
adena City Council will consider only the 
interests of its citizens in dealing with 
his application for a franchise.
